THE family of a pub barmaid 
who was threatened during a 
robbery say they fear the ordeal 
could leave her mentally scar¬ 
red for life. 

Three masked men burst into the 
Plume of Feathers pub on the out¬ 
skirts of Harlow and threatened 
Sarah Godfrey (28) with a wooden 
pole. 

One of the gang grabbed the petrified 
mum-of-two and ordered her to open a 
safe. She feared he would turn violent 
when she was unable to give him the key. 

A customer who tried to help her was 
punched by one of the raiders. 

Mrs Godfrey’s ordeal ended when the 
robbers, who wore ski masks or pieces of 
cloth with holes cut out for eyes, decid¬ 
ed to cut their losses and make their 
escape with the £700 takings.They fled in 
a red Mazda MX6 which was later found

dumped near Stanstead Abbotts. 

Mrs Godfrey’s mother Barbara and 
brother Stuart, who have run the pub for 
almost six years, now fear she will not 
recover from the trauma of her ordeal. 

“I would have rather they had come to 
me and asked me for the money them¬ 
selves so I could have given it to them 
without it affecting my sister,” said Stuart 
(29). 

"She hasn’t really spoken about it but 
she is all over the place. I worry about 
what affect it has had on her. It could scar 
her for life.” 

The robbers burst into the pub in 
Gilston shortly before 10pm on Sunday 
when half-a-dozen customers were enjoy¬ 
ing a quiet drink.

POSTAL services in Harlow have again been crippled 
by industrial action in the ongoing dispute between 
Royal Mail and the Communication Workers Union. 
Disgruntled postal workers joined a picket line 
outside the sorting office in Post Office Road before 
dawn on Monday as the protest against Royal Mail’s 
modernisation plans rumbled on. 

Although senior CWU representatives and Royal 
Mail chiefs have been in intensive talks to resolve the 
union’s grievances concerning potential job losses, 
pay and contractual obligations, negotiations have 
now reached a stalemate - prompting angry workers 
to take yet more industrial action. 

CWU Essex Amalgamated branch secretary John 
Hunt told the Star members feel “disgust” at the way 
they have been treated throughout the dispute. 

He added: “Although the CWU has presented Royal 
Mail management with a number of viable options 
for compromise throughout the dispute, they remain 
insistent that their model for modernisation is the 
only feasible way forward, which is an insult to the 
intelligence of our members and will see massive job 
losses and pay cuts.” 

Royal Mail, however, complained that the union 
continues to table “unrealistic proposals”. 

Chief executive Adam Crozier said: “We simply want 
our people to work the hours they are already paid 
to work across the working week.”

TWO killers convicted of 
stabbing college student 
Frank Empson to death dur¬ 
ing a bungled robbery have 
won the first stage in their 
Appeal Court bid to over¬ 
turn their sentences. 

Talented basketball player Mr 
Empson (19) was killed during a 
scuffle after answering the door of 
his home in Hare Street Springs, 
Harlow, in March last year. 

Steven Pascoe (24), of Parsonage 
Leys, Harlow, and Jack Harrison (19), 
of Hare Street Springs, Harlow, were 
cleared of murdering Mr Empson but 
convicted of manslaughter and 
attempted robbery. Harrison was also 
convicted of common assault and 
inflicting grievous bodily harm. 

Because of his age, Harrison was 
given an indefinite sentence of deten¬ 
tion for public protection, with a min¬ 
imum term of five years. Pascoe was 
given an indefinite sentence of impris¬ 
onment for public protection and 


ordered to serve at least six years 
before being eligible for parole. 

Both sentences were similar to life 
terms and reserved for dangerous 
offenders. They mean the pair could 
only be released, even after the mini¬ 
mum terms, if they persuade the 
authorities they pose no serious public 
threat. 

But the Appeal Court on Tuesday 
gave the pair permission to appeal 
against their sentences and against the 
finding of the sentencing judge that 
they were dangerous. 

The court was told Mr Empson, 
who was studying sports science at 
Hertford Regional College and had 
hoped to go to the US to pursue his 
love of basketball, was stabbed four 
times in the attack and suffered a knife 
wound to the neck. His girlfriend was 
also punched to the ground. 

The trial judge condemned the 
killers for “smirking, sneering and 
lounging about” during their trial at 
Chelmsford Crown Court. 

The challenges to their sentences 
will go to a further hearing before the 
full Appeal Court at a date to be set. 


£86k for road to nowhere 


HIGHWAYS chiefs have come under fire 
for spending up to £86,000 to resurface a 
‘road to nowhere’. 

MP Bill Rammell and Harlow Council joint 
leader Tony Durcan have reacted with 
astonishment to the decision to re-lay 
Harlow’s Fernhill Lane while other 
crumbling roads go ignored. 

The dead-end street, on Harlow’s southern 
border, was resurfaced last week despite Mr 
Durcan previously making clear to Essex 
County Council’s highways boss Norman 
Hume that it should not be a priority. 

Mr Durcan said: “I was given a promise at 
my meeting at County Hall last week that 
this money would not be spent on 
resurfacing Fernhill Lane so I was 
astonished to discover when I visited the 
area on Saturday that the road work had 
already been done.” 


Mr Rammell added: “Having led a 
successful campaign to get the county 
council to allocate an extra £1.9m to repair 
Harlow’s roads, I’m appalled that they have 
now wasted £86,000 of it resurfacing a road 
that leads nowhere.” 

But Mr Hume disputed the £86,000 cost 
and said it represented a tiny fraction of the 
money County Hall is spending on 
Harlow’s roads this year. 

“We carry out schemes of this type 
according to strictly laid down criteria 
based on need and the quality of the 
existing road surface,” he said. 

“The council has completed over half-a- 
dozen road surfacing schemes in Harlow 
already this year on major routes such as 
the A414 and Second Avenue, with further 
schemes to follow including Fourth Avenue 
and First Avenue.”

One of the teenagers, who lives 
in Harlow, reported the incident to 
police who are now hoping to get 
CCTV images of the attackers. 

His mother, who asked not to be 
named, told the Star the boys had 
been left shaken by the experience: 
“It was a horrible thing for them to 
go through and as I understand it 
this isn’t the first time people have 
been robbed in the Town Park. 

“I think young people and their 
parents need to be warned that this 
goes on. 


“These attackers didn’t seem to 
be local because they didn’t know 
their way around, so there’s obvi¬ 
ously a problem of criminals from 
London just hopping off the train 
to commit their crime in Harlow.” 

Detectives have appealed for 
witnesses to the incident or the 
attackers, who are described as 
aged 16-18, two of them Afro- 
Caribbean and one white. 

One is 1.88m (6ft 2in) tall, of 
muscular build and wore a black 
tracksuit, red Fila training shoes 
and D&G earrings. The second is 
around 1.68m (5ft 6ins) tall and 
skinny, while the third was of mus¬ 
cular build and wore a yellow and 
blue tracksuit.

Motorcylist injured in 
hit-and-run collision 


A MOTORCYCLIST is recover¬ 
ing from serious injuries after he 
was knocked from his vehicle in 
a hit-and-run incident. 

The collision occured at about 
11.30am on Saturday when the 
37-year-old Harlow man was rid¬ 
ing along Rye Hill Road towards 
Harlow. 

His grey Suzuki motorbike 
was struck by a grey car, possibly 
a Mitsubishi, which was going in 
the opposite direction. The car 
sped off towards Epping, leaving 
the seriously injured motorcyclist 
lying on the ground. 

It was left to eyewitnesses to 
raise the alarm and the motorcy¬ 
clist was taken by ambulance to 
Princess Alexandra Hospital. As 
the Star went to press yesterday 
(Wednesday) he remained under 


observation and was described as 
being in a stable condition. 

He is believed to have suffered 
injuries to his back, shoulder and 
groin as well as suspected inter¬ 
nal injuries, although his condi¬ 
tion is not considered life-threat¬ 
ening. 

Appealing for witnesses to the 
incident, a spokesman for Essex 
Police said the impact of the 
crash was considerable and 
would have left the car with obvi¬ 
ous damage. 

“This crash left a motorcyclist 
with serious injuries from which 
he is still recovering but, instead 
of stopping to help, the driver of 
the car just sped off,” he said.

SIR, Robert Halfon’s campaign to 
secure an A414 bypass for 
Harlow will be welcomed by 
residents and road users alike. 

At rush hour the traffic 
congestion along the A414 from 
the Eastwick Lodge roundabout 
to the Hastingwood roundabout is 
intolerable. 

It just does not make sense for 
Harlow residents to be caught in 
this daily bottleneck or for 
industrial and commercial traffic 
to wend its way through our town 
to either the Ml 1 or A10 or to 
shuttle between Chelmsford and 
Hertford. 

Harlow needs a bypass now. The 
A414 extension from Eastwick 
Lodge to a new junction on the 
Ml 1 was agreed as practical and 
as achieving the necessary 
objectives of both Hertfordshire 
and Essex county councils in 
1990. It is misleading of Bill 
Rammell to suggest that a bypass 
could only be funded by 
supporting the development of 
Harlow North. 

As the secretary of STOP Harlow 
North stated on these pages last 
week, the provision of major 
infrastructure should be paid for 
by the Government out of general 
taxation. It would not have been 
lost on Mr RammeH's constituents 
that Gordon Brown increased 
petrol duty by 2p per litre last 
week. 

We pay billions in road tax and 
petrol duty but only a fraction of 
that goes into road improvements 
or public transport.

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Service safe 

SIR, The Harlow Walk-In Centre 
is a very important part of 
addressing the health needs of 
local residents. It is very popular 
and gives a clinically excellent 
service. 

As we have stated in the past the 
service will not close. A group of 
hospital doctors, GPs and 
managers from West Essex PCT, 
Princess Alexandra Hospital and 
the Harlow GP practice based 
commissioning group have been 
working together to look at when 
and why people use the walk-in 
centre and A&E. Their work 
forms the basis of the 
consultation that is currently 
under way. 

The group did consider the 
option of closing the walk-in 
centre but quickly rejected it as it 
would be detrimental to people 
who use it. We also know from 
people who use the centre how 
good the service is. 

The centre has contingency 
procedures should an event 
beyond our control happen. It is 
there to protect staff and make 
sure that patient safety is never 
compromised. The plan has been 
implemented on very few 
occasions in the past and 
certainly not recently 
On September 28, for five hours, 
one nurse was on duty due to 
unplanned staff absence. The 
nurse was supported by a health 
care assistant and the situation 
was closely monitored by the 
service manager who was at the 
site for the whole time. The 
contingency plans did not have 
to be put into action. 

Services at the walk-in centre are 
certainly not being wound down. 
In fact, we are looking at ways to 
make better use of the services 
provided. This is part of the 
consultation that is currently 
under way. 

The consultation is all about 
listening to people's views and 
comments about proposals to 
enhance the walk-in centre 
service. We want to hear local 
people's views as part of the 
consultation. 

I would like to reiterate the walk- 
in centre service is not closing. 
On the contrary, we plan to 
develop and improve it to better 
suit local people’s needs.

Members of the council’s 
policy and resources 
committee agreed on 
Thursday to cancel the 
arrears of dozens of 
residents and businesses - a 
sum total of £256,886. 

The write-offs include 45 
cases of council tax arrears 
adding up to a massive 
£65,210, 12 cases of non¬ 
domestic rates arrears 
totalling £165,053, eight 
irrecoverable sundry debts 
worth £12,445 and overpaid 
housing benefit to the tune 
of £14,177. 

A Harlow Council 
spokesman said: “Write-offs 
reflect a loss of income to 
the council but are only 
authorised after attempts to 
recover the debt are 
exhausted.” 


A CAMPAIGN is under way 
to save Harlow’s Playhouse 
theatre, despite council assur¬ 
ance’s the venue is not under 
threat. 

Independent councillor John 
Paul Goddard, who sits on the 
Playhouse Working Party, has 
started a Save The Playhouse cru¬ 
sade following the suspension of 
theatre manager Phil Dale. 

Mr Goddard claims he has not been 
told by the council why Mr Dale was 
removed from his post. 

“My biggest fear is the Liberal 
Democrat/Labour administration cur¬ 
rently running the council is preparing 
to downsize, scale-down or even close 
The Playhouse and the suspension of 
the theatre manager serves as Act One 
to this process,” he told the Star this 
week. 

“The people of this town and the 
elected members will not stand idly by 
and watch Harlow Playhouse, the 
jewel in the crown, be turned into a 
political football.” 

Mr Goddard has called for the pub¬ 
lic to support him in asking the coun¬ 
cil to immediately reinstate Mr Dale 
and to lobby against further cuts. 

Meanwhile, the council has also 
come under fire from its former head 
of arts Laurence Sach, who criticised 
officers’ handling of the crisis at a time 
when the theatre is approaching pan¬ 



tomime season, the most lucrative time 
in its calendar. 

“They (arts and leisure services ) are 
more concerned about petty personal 
vendettas,” he said. “Residents should 
be very concerned about the future of 
arts provision in the town. 

“The council cannot set out to run a 
venue and then not fund it properly.” 

A council spokesman refused to dis¬ 
cuss the reasons for Mr Dale’s suspen¬ 
sion. “We do not disclose any informa¬ 
tion about personal matters affecting 
our employees,” he said. 

“The council reiterates that there are 
no plans to close The Playhouse. 
Arrangements are in place to ensure 
the continued operation of The 
Playhouse and its staffing.”

Outrage as 
PM rejects 
ballot call

OPPOSITION parties in Harlow 
have torn into Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown for backing out of 
an early General Election, with 
one candidate accusing him of 
treating Britain’s democratic sys¬ 
tem “like a toy”. 

Political parties were on feverish elec¬ 
tion alert after the PM and his team 
appeared to be laying the groundwork to 
capitalise on favourable opinion polls 
and go to the country in November. 

Leaflets were reported to be piled high in 
Conservative HQ, in Southern Way, Harlow, 
and the town’s Liberal Democrats were 
preparing to appoint a fast-track 
Parliamentary candidate if an election was 
called. 

But after weeks of failing to quash the 
speculation, and facing the lastest opinion 
polls suggesting a Tory lead after a success¬ 
ful Conservative conference week, Mr 
Brown announced on Saturday he would not 
be calling an election after all. 

Harlow Conservative Parliamentary can¬ 
didate Robert Halfon branded the move an 
example of the kind of spin that has so dam¬ 
aged the political process and public confi¬ 
dence in politicians during New Labour’s 
decade in power. 

“This is worse than anything Tony Blair 
would have dared try,” he fumed. “We’re 
blessed in this country with our democracy, 
it’s not something to be treated like a toy - 
but that’s exactly how he has treated it. 

“Brown thought he was being clever doing 
this dance of the seven veils, but I don’t think 
the public will look on it favourably at all.” 

Lib Dem branch chairman David Wright 
agreed, saying Brown had made a “big mis¬ 
take”. 

“With the first few acts he took as PM he 
really seemed to have a grip on things but 
he’s undone it all with this utter mishan¬ 
dling,” he said.

Ben was asked about senior 
Government and opposition figures - 
including Mr Brown and Tory leader 
David Cameron - who have visited 
Harlow in recent weeks and months, 
as well as the advertisements Mr 
Halfon has been placing in local 
newspapers. 

Afterwards, he said: JJ I thought it 
was great for Harlow to get that kind 
of national profile. 

"Radio Five live is a serious news 
provider and when its journalists 
needed an insight into Harlow, it was 
the Star that was their first port of 
call. I think that r s a real vote of 
confidence in our work."

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A Galaxy of music, 
fun and friendship

R ARELY a week goes by 
these days without The 
Square featuring in the 
Star’s news pages. 

The Fourth Avenue music venue 
has recently been granted a 
reprieve, although its long-term 
future still appears depressingly 
bleak. 

Because of this - and because 
Nostalgia has been desperate for an 
opportunity to use this photograph 
from the Star archives of then- 
councillor Bill Rammell having a 
rock ’n’ roll moment in 1990 with 
local band The Cyclone - we’ve 
decided to revisit some memories of 
the place. 

Most of The Square’s punters - 
particularly since the county council 
removed its bar earlier this year - are 
youngsters. But, as regulars will tell 
you, this isn’t always the case and 72- 
year-old grandmother Cyndy 
Brennan, of Roman Vale, Old Harlow, 
popped in just a few months ago. 

“My 16-year-old granddaughter 
Kirsty Brough goes there with many 
of her friends and went to the Rock 
School,” she explained. 

“I went to the rock evening in April 
and was so impressed by all the 
youngsters who had worked so hard 
for that event. I also hadn’t realised 
how hard all the staff work and what 
they actually do for the youngsters of 
Harlow.” But Mrs Brennan’s 
association with The Square goes 
much further back than April - back 
in the 1960s, she was one of the 
women who got The Galaxy, as it was 
then, up and running. 

It was originally built as a social club 
for the Young Women’s Christian 



Association hostel next door and over 
the years morphed into the area’s 
leading music venue. 

“Molly White was the main person 
who got the Galaxy going and I was 
one of the women who helped her,” 
recalled Mrs Brennan. “There were a 
few of us but the only names I 
remember are Jo and Betty. 

“A lot of bikers used to come there at 
one time. I remember one evening, 


Princess Alexandra Hospital rang us 
and asked if we could get any of them 
to help with the ‘blood run’ to 
Brighton. I have never seen teenagers 
go so fast - they just stopped what 
they were doing and went to the 
PAH!” 

Liz Newman, who still subscribes to 
the Star despite now living in 
Ringwood, Hampshire, was also 
involved in the early days of The 


Galaxy and remembers Molly White. 
“When we arrived in Harlow in 1966 
we knew nobody, so I joined the 
Young Wives Group at The Galaxy,” 
she said. “I met some wonderful 
people. 

“I so hope that the Galaxy - or 
Square as it is now - is allowed to 
remain so that many more great 
friendships can be made there in the 
years to come.”

A SHOCK decision to close the casualty 
department and Penn Ward at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital was made on Friday by 
the health authority. 

At an emergency meeting, the measures 
were approved in the hope they would save 
£132,000 by the end of March 1983. At the 
end of August, the authority was already 
more than £90,000 in the red and it 
expects to make a loss of £270,000 by the 
end of the year unless cuts are made.

A MULTI-million pound 
super-school proposed for 
Harlow has met with 
renewed opposition from 
campaigners after a meet¬ 
ing with education chiefs. 

The Save Passmores Action 
Group met with Essex County 
Council chiefs to discuss the 
£20m project - which is ear¬ 
marked for completion in 2011 
and will see Passmores school 
move to the site of the soon-to- 
be-closed Brays Grove school. 

SPAG representatives hoped the 
discussion would answer their con¬ 
cerns about the school and its 
potentially detrimental impact on 
education in the town. 

But the meeting, which followed 
months of campaigning by the 
group to get the deal halted and pre¬ 
serve education in its neighbour¬ 
hood, only raised further specula¬ 
tion about whether there is any pub¬ 
lic support for the plans and 
whether funds would be found. 

Speaking after meeting with 
county council education chief 
Tracey Chapman, SPAG spokesman 
Jim Rogers said: “We put our view 
that only one super-school would 
inevitably create a two-tier system 
of secondary education in Harlow, 
with consequent knock-on effects 
among the primary schools.

“It is notable that this view was 
not disputed during the meeting and 
it also became very clear that no 
funding presently exists for the 
project. 

“We have been unable in over two 
years to find any local body of opin¬ 
ion that supported the move.” 

Mr Rogers added that people 
working to improve education in the 
town should make sure all Harlow 
schools received “equal investment 
and progressed together”. 

Passmores headteacher Vic 
Goddard said there is a lot of sup¬ 
port for the school and its facilities. 

A County Hall spokesman said: 
“ECC is committed to providing 
high quality educational facilities 
and to ensuring all young people in 
the county have access to an excel¬ 
lent education. 

“ECC intends to fund the move 
of Passmores onto the Brays Grove 
site through its capital receipts, 
although some of this will require 
approval from the Secretary of State 
and may take time. This funding 
will not affect the finance that is 
available to other schools under the 
Building Schools for the Future 
programme. The financial arrange¬ 
ments have not been finally agreed 
but we are confident that this will 
happen by early 2008.”

Y OU walk along the 
street eating a 
sandwich, take a last 
swig of cola and idly toss the 
empty can in the general 
direction of a litter bin, then 
hear the clatter of aluminium 
on concrete as it misses. 

You’re in a rush to an appointment and i 
so reluctantly decide to leave your | 
litter - but just as you turn away from 
the scene of your petty crime, a 
booming voice from out of nowhere 
orders you to pick up the can and place 
it in the nearest bin. 

Your cheeks flush crimson as you 
stoop in shame to make amends for 
your misdemeanour - all the while 
being watched by disapproving 
shoppers amid a chorus of tut-tutting - 
and you’re still wondering where the 
intimidating voice came from. 

It might sound like a minor Orwellian 
nightmare but this is the Government’s 
talking closed circuit television 
initiative at work in Harlow town 
centre today. 

Love it or loathe it, the fact that Big 
Brother (or more accurately, The 
Harvey Centre security team) is 
watching you has never been clearer. 
With four new Audio Cams worth 
£25,000 of Home Office funding 
strategically positioned in Harlow and 
a fifth soon to be installed, security 
officers now have the ability to give 
you a verbal ticking off almost 
anywhere in the town centre. 

Operated on behalf of Harlow Council 
by the shopping centre’s security 
officers from a control room on site, 
the town’s sprawling CCTV network is 
certainly impressive if not a little 
unnerving.

clarity of the images recorded is 
startling. Officers can zoom in for 
close-ups of offenders and pick up 
minute details that may otherwise go 
unnoticed.

But before cynics shake 
their heads and start 
sounding off about 
totalitarianism, privacy 
rights and the ‘nanny’ 
state, does this 
controversial and 
expensive new equipment 
actually make any 
difference to levels of 
crime and anti-social 
behaviour? One man better 
placed than most to answer 
that question is Harvey 
Centre security manager 
Simon Plumb, and he’s 
adamant that it does. 

“We have managed to 
break up fights before 
they’ve begun, disperse 
crowds of loitering youths 
and stopped people from 
dropping litter,” he said. 

“It really is a useful tool to 
help curb anti-social 
behaviour and 
environmental crime in the 
town. 

“We have a strict set of 
protocols to follow when 
using the devices, 
including a set series of 
messages we give out over 
the loudspeaker depending 
on the type of disturbance, 
and all verbal warnings 
are automatically recorded 
to disk. 

“The Audio Cams have 
also proved very effective 
in shaming people who 
have deliberately 
committed an offence. The 
messages make it very 
clear who we are issuing 
the warning to and for 
what reason, and if there 
are other people near the 
scene it can be an 
especially useful and 
embarrassing deterrent.” 
Indeed, figures released 
by the council add weight 
to Mr Plumb’s assertion

that the Audio Cams, 
which were installed in 
May, are having a positive 
impact. 

“We will warn people 
about to start a fight, for 
example, that if they do 
the police will be 
immediately notified,” 
said Mr Plumb. “If people 
are given a clear reminder 
they are being monitored 
by CCTV, they are usually 
more reluctant to commit 
or continue committing an 
offence. 

“I understand why some 
people are concerned by 
the number of CCTV 
cameras found in our town 
centres today, but I find it 
reassuring to know that 
there are security officers

effectively watching your 
back and helping to make 
the streets a safer place 
for everyone.” 

A nd safety does not 
just involve 
warning off 
potential criminals and 
loiterers. 

“I have personally used 
one of the Audio Cams to 
advise a woman who was 
very ill in the town centre 
that paramedics were on 
their way to assist her,” 
added Mr Plumb. “It’s not 
just there to stamp out the 
negative elements of 
society - it’s also there to 
offer help in emergency 
situations. 


AS a test of the 
camera's 

capabilities I sat in 
the High Street and 
tossed an empty 
soft drink bottle on 
the floor just to see 
if I could get a 
response," writes 
News Editor Louise 


After a few 
seconds an 
operator told me to 
pick up the litter 
and put it in the bin 
with enough volume 
to ensure nearly 
every shopper 
looked at me as I 
did so. 

"The awkwardness 
I felt as I went 
about my task was 
enough to make 
me decide I would 
never attempt to 
put the technology 
to the test again!" 


“If, for example, there was 
a disaster scenario in 
Harlow town centre, we 
can use all of the Audio 
Cams simultaneously to 
advise people of the 
situation and evacuate 
them as appropriate. It 
really is a very versatile 
and useful tool that’s 
making a real impact.”

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Tories hedging bets 
on airport expansion

CAMPAIGNERS were 
left with mixed feelings as 
a top Tory MP ruled out a 
second runway at 
Stansted Airport under a 
future Conservative gov¬ 
ernment but refused to 
make a commitment to 
halt expansion on the 
existing site. 

Shadow transport minister 
Stephen Hammond visited 
Roydon on Thursday to set 
out Conservative policy on 
the Essex airport. 

He told a press conference a 
new runway was not necessary 
and would devastate communi¬ 
ties around Stansted. 

But while party activists and 
the Stop Stansted Expansion 
campaigners who packed the vil¬ 
lage’s White Hart pub for the 
announcement expressed delight 
at the promise, there was undis¬ 
guised disappointment that Mr 
Hammond did not go further and 
propose a moratorium on any 
increase in flights. 

“There is no justification for a

second runway; the economic 
case has not been made at all,” he 
said. “We’ve also looked at the 
environmental issues and, above 
all, listened to what the local 
people are saying in coming to 
this decision.”

But asked by the Star about 
his party’s position on Stansted 
owner BAA’s plans to signifi¬ 
cantly increase the number of 
flights using the existing runway 
- currently the subject of a public 
inquiry - Mr Hammond was

clearly out of step with local 
thinking. 

“One of the reasons we’re 
absolutely convinced there 
should be no new runway is that 
there could, if necessary, be bet¬ 
ter utilisation of the existing 


site,” he said. “That capacity 
should be used before any expan¬ 
sion is considered.” 

He added: “The Conservatives 
are neither pro- nor anti-aircraft, 
pro- nor anti-rail or car - we just 
want a transport system that 
works in the 21st century.” 

Stop Stansted Expansion 
deputy chairman Norman Mead 
pleaded with Mr Hammond to 
rethink his position. 

“I welcome this policy state¬ 
ment about no second runway,” 
he said. “But we believe enough 
is enough.” 

He said people living in 
Stansted’s midst had been the 
victims of “insidious incremen¬ 
talism”, adding: “This has been 
going on for 40 years and it’s 
more than any society or commu¬ 
nity should contend with.” 

Reacting to Mr Hammond’s 
announcement, a spokesman for 
BAA said: “We can only work 
towards what government policy 
is currently and at the moment 
Government policy is that there 
should be a second runway at 
Stansted.” 

Following the press confer¬ 
ence, Mr Hammond was taken 
on a tour of Harlow’s traffic 
hotspots by local Parliamentary 
candidate Robert Halfon as part 
of his campaign for a Harlow 
bypass. 


New bus lane 
aims to leave 
cars at home 

WORK has started on a new 
public transport link for Harlow 
which Essex County Council 
chiefs hope will encourage 
residents to leave their cars at 
home. 

Construction of the First 
Avenue bus lane, which will 
run from Gilden Way to the 
Velizy Avenue roundabout, 
began on Monday. 

As well as a new bus lane, the 
work will also include 
improvements to bus stops with 
raised kerbs and real-time 
information screens. Passengers 
on the route can expect a bus 
every 15 minutes. 

The county council has also 
promised new road surfaces, 
updated underpasses and cycle 
lane refurbishments. 

The first phase of the work will 
cover the section of the route 
from Velizy Avenue to the 
Howard Way roundabout and 
construction takes place during 
the off-peak travel hours of 
9.30am-4.30pm. 

County council highways and 
transportation cabinet member 
Norman Hume said: “This is a 
very important scheme for the 
people of Harlow and will go a 
long way to improving the 
quality of the public transport 
experience. 

“The bus lane will provide a 
fast and convenient alternative 
to the car. I am confident in the 
huge benefits this scheme will 
offer but ask for the patience of 
road-users while it is being 
constructed.”

PUBLIC consultations to test 
local opinion on the future of 
Harlow’s NHS walk-in centre 
have been branded “ridiculous” 
after health chiefs admitted 
they have already chosen their 
favoured option. 

West Essex Primary Care Trust 
wants to close the existing centre in 
Wych Elm and transfer services to 
the accident and emergency depart¬ 
ment at Princess Alexandra Hospital. 

The move, set out in a report to the 
PCT’s board, has now been confirmed by 
chief executive Aidan Thomas. 

But the PCT still plans to press ahead 
with a consultation exercise, organising 
four public meetings and distributing a 
28-page document. 

The consultation exercise will run until 
Christmas Eve with the public being 
invited to express views on three options 
- no change to the centre, complete clo¬ 
sure with no replacement or the integra¬ 
tion of the walk-in centre services with 
the A&E. 

But the PCT has been criticised for 
spending money on the exercise after one 
of the options - complete closure - has 
already been ruled out. 

Conservative prospective Parliamentary 
candidate Robert Halfon accused the PCT

of “going through the motions”. 

“This doesn’t look like a genuine con¬ 
sultation,” he said. “In fact it’s pretty 
much a fait accompli. 

“Most people in Harlow want to see the 
walk-in centre remain as a separate entity 
because the worry is that if it is merged 
with the A&E it will lose its identity and 
gradually disappear without trace.” 

Mr Thomas confirmed that closing the 
service was no longer an option and said 
he favoured the proposal to integrate it 
with A&E . 

“(We) did consider the option of clos¬ 
ing the walk-in centre but quickly reject¬ 
ed it, being detrimental to the people who 
use it,” he said. 

“The walk-in centre is a popular and 
clinically excellent service. It sees the 
same type of patients as the A&E depart¬ 
ment so it makes sense to look at how we 
can make sure that people get the right 
care in the right place.”

The search for the fabled 
beast known as the Loch 
Ness Monster has 
captivated generation after 
generation of intrepid 
explorers desperately 
seeking answers to the 
mystery. 

Twenty years ago to this day, a 
major sonar exploration of the 


enormous Loch Ness in Scotland 
failed to show any signs of the 
creature, once again 
disappointing those who believe 
the story to be true. 

Legend has it that a huge sea- 
creature measuring 12-15 metres 
in length with a long neck has 
been lurking beneath the waters 
of the Scottish loch since the 6th 
century.

ABIGAIL'S PARTY 

London Classic Theatre Company 
The Playhouse, Harlow 


A SAVAGELY comic critique 
of the British class system 
from a master of social satire, 
director Michael Cabot’s 
exceptional take on Mike 
Leigh’s timeless celluloid gem 
gave a captivated audience a 
discomfiting reminder of the 
turbulent late 1970s. 
Enamoured with the good life 
and seemingly willing to put 
up with a loveless marriage in 
order to live it, Beverly (the 
remarkable Paula Jennings) is 
the grotesque apotheosis of 
the priggish class conceit and 
deluded hauteur that 
ultimately paved the way for 
years of Thatcherism and 
interminable power 
lunches.Long-suffering 
husband Laurence (Steve 
Dineen) trudges home from a 
hard day at the office, his 
weary composure soon 
eroded by Beverly’s constant 
sniping and the timely arrival 
of her three guests - 
insufferable young 
newlyweds Angela (Helen 
Johns) and Tony (the 
brooding Benjamin Warren), 
and prim-and-proper mum- 
of-two Susan (Pauline 
Whitaker) .As Beverley 
sharpens her cocktail sticks 
for the assorted guests, 
undermining and belittling 
them with the superficial 
charm of a smiling assassin, 
Laurence becomes more and 
more withdrawn, retreating 
into his crumbling 
masculinity before taking 
centre stage for the play’s 
explosive tragicomic climax. 
Jennings exuded aloof, 
smouldering menace in a 
pitch-perfect reprisal of Alison 
Steadman’s role in the 1977 
original film; Laurence and 
Tony’s increasingly testy 
macho sparring was brilliantly 
realised by Dineen and 
Warren while Whitaker and 
Johns expertly articulated the 
generation chasm between 
their polarised characters. 

A strangely prophetic piece; 
look beyond the cheese-and- 
pineapple, Formica kitsch of 
the period setting and it 
becomes starkly clear that 
Abigail’s Party remains 
acutely relevant to 
contemporary society’s 
desperate material obsessions 
and culture of celebrity 
overkill

CONFUSIONS 

Harlow Theatre Company 
Victoria Hall, Old Harlow 


A FAILING lothario, an affair 
with the husband’s boss, a 
catastrophic village fete and a 
mother on the edge of a 
nervous breakdown made up 
this well-presented comedy. 

The play is split into four vaguely 
connected acts - originally five - in 
which playwright Alan Ayckbourn 
tries to prove that ‘there’s nowt so 
queer (or randy) as folk’. 

And, contrary to my usual grim 
reaction to Ayckbourn comedies, this 
contained some genuine belly laughs, 
thanks to the odd heavyweight turn. 

A success, despite its utter daftness, 
first act Mother Figure involved a 
concerned neighbour (Wendy Grant) 
and her chauvinist husband (Danny 
Gleeson) checking up on a mother-of- 
three Lucy (Caroline Petherbridge) who 
is not answering her profligate 
husband’s phone calls. 

Okay, it was written in 1974, so the 
rather naff, outdated cliches on gender 
politics can be forgiven, particularly as 
the cast were so good. 

Lucy’s philandering spouse Harry, 
played to smarmy perfection by Jamie 
Anderson, takes up the second act 
Drinking Companion as he tries to bed 
a perfume salesgirl (the winsome Sara 
Green) who shuns his whisky-soused, 
corny come-ons. 


This isn’t so much Ayckbourn 
exploring human nature as more like a 
sit-com pilot examining English 
eccentricities and sensibilities, as was 
the third act, Between Mouthfuls. 

Here, businessman Mr Pearce (Bernard 
Moule, in affable mode) takes his wife 
(Heather Bygrave) to a fancy 
restaurant, where they are spotted and 
avoided by fellow diners Martin (Danny 
Gleeson) and Polly (Wendy Grant) - 
Polly later admits she is having an affair 
with Pearce, Martin’s boss. The 
dialogue skipped between the two 
tables smoothly, thanks to Jim 
Thompson’s adept direction, and was 
perfectly linked by the deaf waiter 
portrayed to a tee by the excellent Rick 


Munns. 

Finally, Gosforth’s Fete ended the 
quartet with a farcical ham-fest when 
the eponymous philanthropist leaves 
the PA system on when being told by 
his mistress Milly (Marion Clarke) she is 
pregnant with his child. 

Milly’s scoutmaster fiancee (Tony 
Saxby), overhears and hits the bottle 
while Mrs Pearce is electrocuted giving 
the opening speech. An enjoyable and 
rather silly act. 

What shortcomings there were can be 
found in Ayckbourn’s script and 
certainly not in this talented and 
consistently entertaining company.

Andy Lewis (album, Acid Jazz)

Wolfgang Troys again for an epic 


TROY: DIRECTOR’S CUT 

(Warner Home Video, 15, retail) 

Director cuts too often involve padding out a 
theatrical feature with scenes swept up from the 
cutting room floor as a means to get punters to buy 
the same movie twice, so it’s a genuine pleasure to 
find Wolfgang Petersen taking the opportunity to craft 
a significantly different and superior movie. 

After Gladiator , Troy looked to be the next major 
plank in a sword-and-sandals revival (which Oliver 
Stone’s risible Alexander cut off prematurely at the 
knees) and was a handsome if uneven and, at times, 
unsatisfying lightweight effort, due largely to studio 
demands concerning running time and certificate. 
Three years on, Petersen’s restored the film to 
something nearer his original intentions, transforming 
it into a more measured, almost stately experience. 
Most importantly, the half-hour or so of new footage 
adds significant depth to key characters and 
relationships, particularly to the role of Odysseus 
(Sean Bean) who has an entirely new introductory 
scene which more clearly foregrounds him in the 
narrative and sets a much richer tone for his 
friendship with Achilles (Brad Pitt). 

There’s also a stronger sense of the politics 
underlying the conflict, with Brian Cox’s magnificently 
opportunistic Agamemnon now less a panto villain 
and more a wily pragmatic statesman. 

Elsewhere, the battle scenes have been bloodily 
beefed up and have a much more brutal impact in 
the context of Troy's hugely improved pace, a more 
richly saturated colour palette gives the lush, exotic 
glow of a myth and the music has been remastered 
and redeployed to vastly better effect. 

Some problems remain - Orlando Bloom’s Paris is 
still a petulant, selfish teen and his passion for Diane 
Kruger’s Helen seldom convinces; the siege of Troy 
seems to span a long weekend, not a decade; and 
there remains the nagging feeling that Eric Bana, 
pictured , while riveting as the noble Hector, would 
have made for a more convincing Achilles - but, 
overall, this is a far more rewarding movie. 

This two disc set has all the original extras delving 
into the production process and includes a few new 
ones in which Petersen discusses his cut and other 
aspects of the film-making process.

HAXAN - WITCHCRAFT THROUGH 
THE AGES 

(Tartan Video, 15, retail) 

Danish film-maker Benjamin Christensen has some 
legitimacy to claim to have created the first cult movie 
in 1922’s Haxan, a compelling and often whimsical 
history of witchcraft based on the medieval text 
Malleus Maleficarum, or Hammer Of The Witches. 
Opening in scholarly fashion with a series of 
woodcuts and other illustrations, Christensen throws 
himself into a series of stylish, atmospheric tableaux 
depicting the activities and persecution of witches 
before closing with some interesting cod- 
psychological explanations for the phenomena. 

He also gets to play Satan himself in several vivid 
sequences depicting the Devil and his minions 
cavorting with witches. 

Haxan is a strange, absorbing project that’s aged 
particularly well and Tartan treats it accordingly, 



releasing it in a high quality print playable with the 
original soundtrack and two new ones, Geoff Smith’s 
evocative hammered dulcimer score and the 
industrial dronology of Bronnt Industries Kapital’s 
surreal electronica. There’s also the truncated 1968 
version of the film narrated by Beat legend William 
Burroughs, whose lizard-dry tones are perfectly fitted.

TAKING LIBERTIES 

(Revolver Entertainment, 12, retail) 

Film-maker Chris Atkins took a cue from the agit-prop 
documentary style of Mark Thomas for this insightful 
and alarming look at the extent to which a decade of 
Blair’s New Labour has steadily attacked many of the 
basic liberties we in the UK take for granted. 

Focusing on six basic rights - protest, freedom of 
speech, privacy, no detention without charge, 
innocent until proven guilty and prohibition of torture 
- he picks through a mass of pernicious legislation, 
testimony and evidence to disclose just how eroded 
and fundamentally threatened they have become 
under a government which apparently thinks little of 
misleading the entire country about the real reasons 
for war, criminalising peaceful protest, handing its 
own citizens over to other countries, arresting one of 
its own party veterans under the Terrorism Act for 
daring to dissent and making a man cleared in court 
of any wrongdoing a prisoner in his own home. 
Drawing on a wealth of testimony from people of all 
ages, classes and backgrounds, Taking Liberties adds 
up to a shameful catalogue of deceit and 
manipulation undermining the very values at the root 
of our historic national sense of self. 

It would leave viewers fuming in despair had it not 
closed on a more upbeat reminder that it is ordinary 
people who hold the real powerand that governments 
should fear us far more than we should fear them.

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Star Sport asks if the blueprint to tackle soccer indiscipline can work?

P ICTURE the scene. A 
striker for a Saturday or 
Sunday men’s team has 
just had a goal disallowed, he 
believes unfairly. 

So he turns to the man in black, 
says ‘excuse me, my good fellow’ 
and promptly rushes off to the 
other end of the pitch to have a 
chat with his captain and centre- 
half. 

Said skipper then runs to the opposite 
end of the pitch to speak to the referee 
about the disallowed goal. 

Sounds ridiculous doesn’t it? Well, if 
FA chief Brian Barwick has his way 
that would be the norm in the Harlow 
& District League, the Harlow Star 
Youth Community League and 
beyond! 

It’s one of the key parts of a new 
blueprint the FA has introduced to 
target discipline in the beautiful game. 
In January, a pilot scheme will be 
launched, which will see only the 
captains of teams permitted to speak 
to referees. 

It will also introduce a system to rope 
off the pitches at children’s matches to 
stop abusive parents and spectators 
venting their spleen at referees. 

The final measure is a ‘memorandum 
of understanding’ — a contract signed 
by clubs, players and parents, aimed at 
improving discipline in all levels of 
the game. 

If successful, the schemes will be 
introduced at all standards of the 
game. 

The governing body hopes it can start 
with parks football and work its way 
up to the Premiership. One could say 
it has got it ‘backside upwards’! 

But the FA is right to do something to 
try and tackle the lack of discipline 
and respect for match officials. 

And in children’s football, you even 
have the crazy situation where some 
parents are dishing out abuse to 
officials. 

But should the football clubs target 
this problem? 

And in men’s football, the brickies, 
chippies, plasterers and so on will 
simply not think about what they are 
doing and hold their tongue, while 
heading for their captain to intervene. 
So how do you stop it without 
introducing a red card epidemic? 

Terry Rackley, the chairman of the 
Harlow Referees Society, has mixed 
feelings over the plans. 

He says officials have a tough task in 
dealing with young men. “We have no 
control of a group of lads that go out 
clubbing on a Saturday night and then 
play football on the Sunday morning,” 
he said. 

“Unlike professional leagues we can’t 
tell them to have an early night.” 

The lack of respect for referees has 
forced many out of the game in 
Harlow and the surrounding area. 

“We had 20 games listed last week but 
only EIGHT referees to cover them. 
Ask yourself why? 

“They are constantly criticised, 
abused, threatened and on the odd 
occasion physically assaulted,” said 
Rackley. 

“Only last week we had a senior 
referee verbally abused and threatened 
while leaving a car park! 

“I know all leagues and referees are 
subject to loutish behaviour and 
abuse.” 

Rackley says having just two players 
— both captains — as the only 
players able to approach the ref can 
only work at a senior level. “I can’t 
see a player running up to his captain 
and saying ‘can you ask the ref why 
he gave that penalty?’.” 




CONCERN: Harlow Referees Society 
chairman Terry Rackley 

Sportcentre in the 1980s, he is now 
manager of Ridgeons League side 
Saffron Walden Town. 

Das agrees that football is a 
passionate game and cannot see how 
the FA schemes can work. “A lot of 
this happens in the heat of the 
moment. The adrenalin is flowing. 

The referee might make a decision 
which you feel is wrong. 

“It’s like that rule about not taking 
you shirt off when you’ve scored a 
goal. When you’re on a high you don’t 
think about it. 

“With kiddies’ football you are 
shouting and raving because you want 
your child to do well. I just know I 
never want to be a ref or a linesman 
— it’s a no-win situation.” 

Certainly you cannot question the 
motives of Barwick, who has 
introduced this blueprint. “I have 
taken it upon myself as one of my 
own aspirations while Fm in this job 
is to improve behaviour on the field of 
play of footballers to referees,” he 
said. 

“It’s the young people who represent 
the future of the game and we will 
ingrain them with good behaviour. It’s 
not going to change overnight but 
we’re working very hard at it.” 

I myself have strong reservations 
about whether the schemes will work, 
but certainly the players — from 
Premiership stars to grass roots adult 
and junior teams — are pivotal.

Rackley believes some parents are 
setting a poor example for their 
children when watching them play. 
“The kids just want to play football 
and rarely get involved in anything. A 
parent will see his son go down 
injured and shout abuse at the 
offending player, which will then 
bring his mum and dad into the 
equation. The referee will then be 
abused for allowing Tittle Johnny’ to 
get hurt. 

“Some pitches in Harlow have got a 
white line around the pitches, to stop 


parent/spectator encroachment. This 
has no effect. 

“I cannot see Harlow Council paying 
for roped areas unless on private 
pitches. They will be pulled down or 
damaged. I think it’s unworkable.” 


B oth the Harlow & District 
League and the Harlow 
Referees Society refuse to 


tolerate any abuse of match officials 
— and offending players are dealt 
with severely. 

The referees that turn out week in, 
week out come rain or shine deserve 
tremendous respect. “They give up 
their free time to referee matches. 

Well done and thanks to you all,” said 
Rackley. 

Bob Earll, development officer for the 
Harlow Star Youth Community 
League, who is also a referee, says the 
FA has got it wrong in thinking that 
the problems of abuse towards 
referees can be solved by starting at 
grass-roots level. 

He says youngsters are influenced by 
what they see on Match of the Day. 
“The FA can start solving the problem 
of abuse from the top by showing that 
the professional game will not tolerate 
abuse towards officials and this will 
spiral down to grass roots. 

“Television can be a great tool in 
educating the younger players.” 

He says the clubs themselves must 
ensure that managers and coaches lead 
the way by showing respect towards 
officials and opponents. They also 
need to make parents aware of what is 
and what is not acceptable behaviour. 
“Parents and others on the sidelines 
need to realise that their behaviour not 
only causes annoyance to the referee 
but in most cases causes the boys 
playing distress as well,” Earll said. 
“The idea of roping off pitches is a 
good one although I am not sure how 
practical it might be, but from 
experience it’s a more enjoyable game 
to referee and for players to play in 
when games such as cup finals are 
held and the spectators are some 
distance away.” 

The Harlow Star League has again 
suffered a drop in the number of 
referees, while younger officials fell 
pressurised by managers and coaches. 
Earll added: “People need to realise 
that if we cannot keep our younger 
referees, games will eventually have 
no officials.”
